Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 9, "determined based" is awkward and redundant. 

The following appear to lack sufficient antecedent basis (in the claim): "the control 
device" (claim 10). 

All claims should be revised carefully to correct all other deficiencies similar to the 
ones noted above. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 and 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Specht et al. (US 6290159). 

The embodiment of figure 2 should be noted (see also column 2, first paragraph). 
Since the motor is described as being a variable energy absorber, it is deemed inherent 
that the motor is variable in torque/speed which is effected by a variable current which 
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in turn is effected by a variable resistor. Fuses in electrical circuits to protect against 
excessive current are old and well known in the art and Official Notice of such is hereby 
taken. Therefore, a fuse is deemed inherent to protect the motor of Specht from 
excessive current or, alternatively, the provision of such would have been obvious to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to protect the motor from excessive current. A 
gear train is deemed inherent such as in the coupling 20/21 or, alternatively, the 
provision of a gear train to couple the motor shaft to the spool would have been obvious 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art. The generated force is indirectly based on 
the weight of the occupant since the force exerted on the belt evaluated in evaluating 
device 26 is deemed proportional to the weight of the occupant. 

Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record does not show or render 
obvious an apparatus as recited in claim 3.
